ARAB STATES PLANNING LEVY ON JEWS 
TO PROVIDE HELP FOR ARAB DPs 


CAIRO—Arab League states are studying a pian for raising 
funds to take care of Arab DPs from the Palestine fighting by 
imposing a levy on Jewish-owned property in the Arab states. 

The Arabic newspaper Al Ahram said the plan is under 
consideration and that in Egypt the government has been study- 
ing a separate plan to use confiscated Jewish property to pay 
for repair of bomb damage from Israeli forces. 

The Egyptian Government has received an appeal from 
King Abdullah of Transpordan, addressed to the entire Arab 
world, for funds to help the more than 250,000 Palestinian Arab 
DPs who fied when the Arab attack on Israel backfired. 





U.S. Zionists, Israeli Join In Political Drive Against UN 





TEL AVIV, Israel—U.S. Zionists and Israeli offi 
tials joined this week in a brisk diplomatic offensive 
based on the theme that tetal failure of the United 
Nations to enforce any element of its partition de- 
tition relieved the Jewish State of the restrictions of 
that plan. 

President Emanue] Neumann of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America and Foreign Minister Moshe 
Shertok of Israel fired the first salvos in the latest 
‘ampaign to outmaneuver Count Bernadotte, UN 
Palestine mediator. 

Neumann, leaving New York for a meeting of the 
World Zionist Actions Committee set for Aug. 22, 
rapped Bernadotte’s talk of “modifying” the UN 
Partition decision. 

He said that in the event that Bernadotte aban- 
or modified the decision, “Israel will be en- 
justified in reverting to its original claim, 

entitling the Jewish state to take over the whole 

of Palestine,” 

In Tel Aviv, Shertok told the State Council that 
aggression had made the UN boundaries no 


~~ 


longer feasible and “‘we must insist on changing 
them by adding territory, not by diminishing it.” 

The first step was taken in the direction of knock 
ing Bernadotte off balance and keeping him on the 
defensive when Israel proclaimed jurisdiction ove: 
new Jerusalem and its 100,000 Israeli. Neumann 
backed that move, also. 


Shertok, in his address to the Council, said that 
new Jerusalem may become part of the Jewish 
State but that decision still was pending and no 
definite steps had yet been taken. 


Several moves developed in Jerusalem get it 
incorporated into the Jewish state. The Revisionist 
Zionists began collecting signatures on a petition to 
that effect. The Jerusalem Jewish Community 
adopted a resolution asking for incorporation.

The United Nations Trusteeship Council accepted 
the possibility by voting to postpone indefinitely any 
action for the internationalization of Jerusalem 
Failure of the Trusteeship Council to take action 
within the time limit set by the general assembly 


was regarded as likely to end the whole partition 
scheme. 

Aside from the issue of the force of the UN de- 
cision on Jerusalem, there was the more practical 
question of a Jewish Jerusalem in the middle of an 
Arab Palestine. 

The JTA reported that informed quarters said 
the Israeli government planned to follow up on the 
proclamation of Jerusalem as_ Israeli-occupied 
territory with a proclamation of the same status 
for the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem highway.

HIS is about Bernie, the beach boy at Miami 
Beach’s Hotel Raleigh. We had frequent con- 

wersation with Bernie about Jewish life and affairs, 

and with his permission, give you his beliefs and ob- 
servations. He did not make any speeches. The sub- 
ject was unfamiliar ground to him; he had obviously 
never given any thought to matters 

Jewish, and he formulated his opin- 

ions only after earnest reflection. 

Bernie is typical of hundreds of 
thousands of young American Jews, 
and this interview, for such it was,

Bernie learned of Rabbi Mesch’s ministerial call- 
ing, and while drawing up a sun chair made con- 
versation: 

“I guess you're getting ready for the High Holi- 
days. Are you practicing your singing?” 

“We have a cantor for that, Bernie; I’m the rabbi.” 

“Oh. you’re the guy who makes the speeches when 
they collect the money. I know; I’ve been to syna- 
gogue. That’s all they ever do there is pass the hat 
around.”

REPORTING ON THE FIRST TRY 
AT MEASURING ANTI-SEMITISM-IV 


By BEN GALLOB 


RRATIONALITY is the funda- 


mental element of the anti- 
Semitic mind and when two Uni- 
versity of California psycholog- 
ists set out to develop an instru- 
ment to measure anti-Semitism, 


they made that fact the heart of 
their scale. 


(Readers are urged at this 
point to haul out last week’s 
report in this corner. The scale 
items will be needed to follow 
the discussion from here on 
out.) 

An examination of the 52 items 
im the scale developed by Daniel 
J. Levinson and R. Nevitt San- 
ford (Journal of Psychology, 
April, 1944) discloses that many 
of the statements are contradict- 
ory. 

This is no accident. The psy- 
chologists deliberately chose 
these contradictory items, re- 
marking that “it is precisely 
this deeply lying inconsistency 
in the very nature of anti- 
Semitism which characterizes 
it as chauvininstic, irrational 
and destructive; and the incon- 
sistency of opinion is accom- 
panied by a paradoxicalness of 
attitude and behavior which al- 
lows the Jews no alternative, 
which confronts and condemns 


them no matter what ‘appease- the sets or pairs of contradictory

ment’ or compromise they at- 

tempt.” 

So the psychologists carefully 
set up pairs of contradictory no- 
tions about Jews. Each item in 
every pair is critical of Jews but 
together they contradict each 
other. The correlation between 
the total scores on the separate 
sets of items in the pairs will 
thus be a measure of the confu- 
sion in people’s conception of the 
Jew. 

In addition to the paired con- 
tradictory items there are several 
which do not have their contra- 
dictory counterparts. They were 
included because they describe 
ideas and attitudes which are part 
of the mental baggage of anti- 
Semites. 

Ideas and Attitudes 

In addition to their interest in 
stereotypes about Jews, the au- 
thors—as was noted in previous 
reports—also wanted to measure 
attitudes. The distinction is be- 
tween what people think about 
Jews and what they think should 
be done to, for or against Jews. 

They found 14 _ statements 
which represent possible steps to 
be taken against Jews. Then they 
took the rest of the statements 
and scattered all 52 at random to 
make up the finished scale. 

Here is an example of one of 
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items: 

No. 17. Jews go too far in 
hiding their Jewishness, especial- 
ly such extrerhes as changing 
names, straightening noses and 
imitating Christian manners and 
customs. 

No. 47. One general fault of 
Jews is their over-aggressiveness, 
a strong tendency always .-to dis- 
play their Jewish looks, manners 
and breeding. 


The point worth noting here is 
not that two hard-boiled scien- 
tists — looking for the funda- 
mental facts in anti-Semitism— 
believe that theoretically anti- 
Semites are irrational and intend 
to prove it in this attempt at sci- 
entific measurement. 


On the contrary, they assume 
that this form of bigotry is fun- 
damentally irrational and that a 
willingness by a person to agree 
to both statements indicates he 
is anti-Semitic; the more  con- 
tradictory statements he accept, 
more anti-Semitic he is. 


It is impossible logically for any 
Jew (or non-Jew) who accepts 
the reasoning of the two psy- 
chologists to believe that the be- 
havior of Jews has anything to 
do with anti-Semitism. This the- 
ory has important implications 
for Jewish defense activity. 


The other contradictory pairs 
are: 37 and 16; 7 and 51; 42 and 
14; 28 and 1; 11 and 26; 39 and 
45; 30 and 19; 2 and 24; 23 and 
52; 34, 40 and 52; 50 and 34; and 
6 and 43. 

An example of the proposed 
“means for dealing” with the 
problem is No. 3: In order to 
maintain a nice residential neigh- 
borhood it is best to prevent 
Jews from living in it. Others are 
5, 8 10, 15, 18, 23, 27, 31, 33, %; 
36, 41 and 44, 

An example of an item which 
does not have a mutually con- 
tradictory counterpart but which 
the psychologists regarded as an 
important part of the ideology of 
Jew-hatred is No. 9; The Jews 
must be considered a bad _ in- 
fluence on Christian culture and 
civilization. Others in this group 
are 12, 13, 20, 25, 29, 32 and 48. 

No Neutrality 

The scoring system worked out 
by Levinson and Sanford gives a 
range of scoring from a low of 
52 to a possible maximum of 364 
points. Low scores presumably 
indicate opposition (not neutral- 
ity) toward anti-Semitism and 
high scores indicate support of 
this disease.

Philadelphia Ignores ZOA-CPZ Fight

Materials For Palestine Starts 



















Bergson Stunt Mailing of Dollars May Be Costly Flop; 
League, In Form Letters, Hints For Return of The Buck 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—One of the most inter- 
esting stunts ever staged by the American 
League for a Free Palestine, chief U. S. Berg- 
son front group for the dissident Irgun Zvai 
may have been an expensive flop, it 
appeared this week. 

Early this year, the League started a new 
campaign of mailing out dollar bills with pro- 
motional literature, plus a strong suggestion 
that the dollar bill be returned in plenty of 
company in the form of donations. 

Prospects who failed to respond, in many 
cases after Anglo-Jewish weeklies exposed the 
link between the League and the Irgun (NJP 
Jan. 9), have received form letters to the effect 
that they haven’t donated and hinting for at 
least return of the buck. 

The League has a mailing list of several 
thousand prospects, based on regional offices 
opened during the past year in several cities. 
The form letter indicated that a substantial 
number of prospects have failed to respond to 
the appeal. The Post has been informed of at 
least one case in which a prospect gleefully 
sent the dollar bill to the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, which has long been under fire from the 
Bergsonites. 

The form letter opens with a statement that 
“A number of months ago you received over the 





signature of Mr. Arthur Szyk a letter from the 
American League for a Free Palestine in which 
a dollar bill was enclosed. 

“The purpose of the letter and the dollar 
was to dramatize the need for aid of the 
Heroic Hebrew fighters in Palestine.” (He- 
brew fighters is a Bergson euphemism for 
Irgun, according to experts, as well as a bid 
to confuse uninformed Jews into believing 
that League funds are for Zavah Haganah, 
the official army of Israel.) 

“Our accountants, in going over the books, 
have found that the dollar bill sent to you has 
not been returned. It is possible that you did 
return the dollar bill and that the fault is en- 
tirely ours. (A good deal of our work is, of 
necessity, volunteer help.) 

“In any case, I would like to have this note 
serve both as a reminder and an occasion to 
inform you that the struggle for the freedom of 
Palestine is an ever-continuing one until all of 
Israel and Jerusalem are liberated. 

“The truce is only a truce. Fighting mq 
break out again at any moment and prepared- 
ness is still the best line of defense.” 

The form letter is signed by Mrs. Esther 
Untermeyer, treasurer. It apparently was pre- 
pared before Israel announced it was taking 

jurisdiction over new Jerusalem.

RABBI MAX ACCEPTS COHEN CHALLENGE, 
EXPLAINING LOGIC OF FOOD SEPARATION 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 
Helen Cohen in her defense of 
applying “Women’s Viewpoint” 
to Kashruth calls upon me “to 
am the logic which takes the 
phrase ‘no meat cooked in milk’ 
and changes it to mean ‘no meat 
and milk eaten at the same 
meal.’ Many of your readers 
may be as perplexed as she is and 
I therefore submit the following 
prief presentation of the logic be- 
hind the Jewish Dietary Laws 
concerning milk and meat foods. 
The words of the Bible are not 
to be treated as those of any 
other legal book. The Torah, as 
the word of God, is concise and 
consequently states many a Jew- 
ish Law in but one _ sentence, 
which conveys the fundamental 
idea. The detailed application of 
that idea, however, was not writ- 
ten down in the Bible but trans- 
mitted omally. Later, because of 
the sufferings in Exile when there 
arose the danger of forgetting the 
oral law, those details were writ- 
ten in the Talmud, known as the 
Oral Law. This Oral Law is as 
pnding to the traditional Jew as 
the Written Law. Without the 
Oral Law much of the Written 
Law would be incomprehensible. 
A simple example of this prin- 
ciple is the law about the Tephil- 
lin or phylacteries. Its origin is 
the sentence (Deuteronomy 6:8) 
“And thou shalt bind them for 
a sign upon thy hand and they 
shall be for frontlets between 
thine eyes.” The exact form of 
this “sign” is not stated nor is 
there a description of the box- 
like structure which the phylac- 
terics have or of the parchment 


that they contain or of the way 
the thongs or Retzuot are to be 
appended. Those details were 
embodied in the Oral Law. 

One who knows only the Writ- 
ten Law is often astounded at 
the numerous details. which he 
thinks were derived from the few 
words that make up that sen- 
tence, Actually, however, those 
details were not added on at a 
later date but were transmitted 
at the same time that the Writ- 
ten Law was compiled. 

It is this fundamental concept 
which is basic to the orthodox or 
traditional way of Jewish living 
that can dispel the confusion 
that exists in the minds of many 
Jews and Jewesses about the laws 
of meat and milk. 

The basis of this law is the 
five-word sentence in Exodus (23: 
19) “Thou shalt not seethe a kid 
in the milk of its mother.” That 
very same sentence appears again 
in Exodus (34:26) and Deuteron- 
omy (14:21). According to the 
Talmud, which follows the axiom 
that the divine book, the Torah, 
does not needlessly repeat itself, 
this sentence is mentioned three 
times in order to teach us a three- 
fold prohibition. There is a pro- 
hibition (1) against the boiling 
of meat and milk even if that 
food is not eaten but discarded— 
the mere boiling of the two to- 
gether constitutes a violation of 
a negative commandment of the 
Torah; (2) against the eating of 
meat and milk which were boiled 
together; (3) against deriving 
any benefit therefrom either from 
its sale or from using ig for any 


NO DOCTRINAL AUTHORITY IN RABBIS, 
SAYS HE; THE PEOPLE MAKE THE LAW

If one we. to ask why this 
strict regulation concerning meat 
and milk we must turn to the 
Torah for the proper answer. I 
is not, as some would have us 
believe, because the combination 
of meat and milk is harmful, 
despite Dr. Charles Brim’s thesis. 
No such reason is found in the 
Bible or Talmud, although it is 
logical to assume that our Heav- 
enly Father would decree only 
such laws as are healthful. 


The real reason is to be found 
in the sertence, found at the end 
of Chapter 11 (verse 44) in the 
Book of Exodus, where the Di- 
etary Laws are listed, “Sanctify 
yourselves and be ye holy for I 
(the Lord) am holy.” The pur- 
pose of the prohibition against 
meat and milk combined, is to 
make the Jew conscious of the 
need to be different morally and 
spiritually from the ordinary hu- 
man being. The Jew is thereby 
taught to regulate his diet in ac- 
cordance with the will of God in 
order that he may learn to do 
His Will, as outlined in the Torah, 
in all other fields of life. Thus 
he will be impelled to regulate 
his relationship with his fellow- 
man not according to his ambi- 
tions or passions, but according 
to God’s standards. His being 
different in his diet starts him 
off on the path to holiness. As 
Samson Raphael Hirsch phrases 
it, “Because I (the Lord) am holy 
you shall be holy and you can 
be holy.” 


It is this aspect of performing 
a religious act “l’shem shoma- 
yim”—for the sake of Heaven— 
that is responsible for the many 
other details concerning meat and 
milk foods. The Jew who lives 
the Jewish life out of love of 
God is interested in observing not 
only the letter of the Law but 
also its spirit. From the pro- 
hibition against the boiling, eat- 
ing and deriving benefit from 
meat and milk combined, it be- 
came evident that such a combi- 
nation is displeasing to God. The 
faithful God-loving Jew is not 
concerned about probing into the 
reason why it is displeasing to 
God. He is satisfied in the knowl- 
edge that even when engaged in 
the ordinary mundane activity of 
preparing and eating food he is 
serving his Father in Heaven. As 
Moses Mendelssohn put it in his 
comment upon this mitzvah, “the 
benefit arising from the many 
inexplicable laws of God is in 
their practice and not in the un- 
derstanding of their motives.” To 
do the will of God is sufficient 
and a satisfying reason for his 
observing the mitzvos.

mother and father have the splen- 
did opportunity to explain to him 
that God who loves us, cares for 
us, gives us our daily bread and 
blesses us with happiness, wants 
it so. The thought of the close- 
ness of God gradually penetrates 
his heart and mind. 


When the child is then taught 
to recite a blessing in Hebrew 
thanking God for his daily food 
it appears logical to him. The 
good taste of the food, accompa- 
nied by the God idea brought to 
him by his own father and moth- 
er gives him that security and 
satisfaction which he associates 
with being a Jew. 


How different it is in Jewish 
homes where the Dietary Laws 
are rationalized, where questions 
are asked about technicalities 
which leave out the God idea en- 
tirely and where those laws are 
reduced to the status of man- 
made laws. In such homes the 
child does not obtain the feeling 
of serving God even when he is 
eating. The parents may cling 
to the observance of the Dietary 
Laws because of nostalgic memo- 
ries of their parents whose deep 
love of God left an impression 
upon them. They fail, however, 
to convey the same godly ap- 
proach and attitude to their chil- 
dren. Little wonder, therefore, 
that these children remain cool 
to the whole idea of the Dietary 
Laws. They grow up with the 
idea that it is a burden to be 
a Jew and the sooner they free 
themselves of that burden the 
happier they will be. 


An interesting example of the 
two contrasting approaches to 
this question and their effect 
upon children was vividly brought 
to my attention some 17 years 
ago when I was Rabbi in a small 
mid-western town, by a Jewish 
mother who related the following 
incident to me: 


Her daughter and a Jewish girl 
friend, the only two Jewish chil- 
dren in the entirely non-Jewish 
neighborhood, were playing 
school with the other children on 
the block. A gentile girl, who 
was playing “teacher” began to 
seat the children on the various 
steps of the front porch of her 
home. After seating all the chil- 
dren she turned to the Jewish 
girl and said to her, “You sit 
on the pavement.”

Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Helen Cohen is ready to pre- 
serve the health and humani- 
tarian laws of Kashrut because 
of the dangerous diseases con- 
nected with pork, oysters and 
wild rabbits. But the rules con- 
nected with the separation of 
meat and milk are only a product 
of the European ghettos. And 
therefore it is about time for re- 
appraisal, 

First of all, may I ask, who 
will do the appraising? Is there 
any authority whose final deci- 
sion would be accepted by world 
Jewry? Life itself destroyed and 
broke up many valuable customs 
of religious character. But there 
is no one in Jewish life who 
should or could re-appraise the 
law. After all, the reform move- 
ment did it and do I have to say 
how far they reached. On the con- 
trary, there is a trend lately in 
the reform movement to re-ap- 
praise not the law but their de- 
structive modifications of the law 
and to re-install many of the an- 
cient customs which reformism 
once declared were “meaning- 
less.” 

On the other hand, it seems to 
me that Columnist Cohen did not 
understahd seeariy the answer of 


the orthodox rabbi or perhaps he 
did not express himself correctly, 
I am not a rabbi but I had a lot 
to do in my younger days with 
the Talmudic commentaries, The 
dietary laws are not a product of 
European ghettos; they are the 
product of several centuries of 
research by our Talmudical Sages, 
who foresaw the struggle in the 
future to preserve the Jewish peo. 
ple and the great task of battling 
against assimilation. ‘Therefore 
they built not a “fence around 
the law” but a fence around Is.

It will 
not be necessary to resort to a 
Karaitic explanation of the laws 
of meat and milk. Karaism has 
been a dead movement for several 
centuries, It could not maintain 
itself because it discarded the 
tradition of the Oral Law; but 
the Jewish Dietary Laws as ob 
served throughout the centuries 
continue to live on and will be re 
stored to its rightful place even 
in the newly reborn Israel. They 
are not, as some would have us 
believe, mere mores necessary 
only to maintain our identity in 
exile. They are the means of 
preserving the God idea in Jew: 
ish life, which will be continued 
even when every Jew lives “under 
his vine and under his fig tree,” 
safe and secure in Israel.

But it is about time to under- 
stand that officially and legally 
nothing can be done in the direc- 
tion of re-appraisal because that 
will hurt our resistance against 
disappearance. 

I would like to mention the 
Yizkur and Kaddish customs 
which are entirely a product of 
American Jewish life. You won’t 
find anything about it either in 
the Bible or in the Talmud. Some- 
times these particular observ- 
ances reach the stage of a farce 
because of the ignorance of some 
American Jews about the law. 
But still there is no Jewish au- 
thority who would dare to “re- 
appraise” it because “originally” 
we knew nothing about such 
rituals and because it has been 
proven that somehow these also 
serve as a barrier against assim- 
ilation and somehow these too 
have become one of the links in 
the chain, the fence around us. 

My judgment toward all Jew- 
ish customs is based on the value 
of each in regard to our national 
survival. Everything which helps 
our preservation and continuation 
as a people is not only worth- 
while but also a matter of impera- 
time importance that it be ob- 
served.

By maintaining high standards, by adhering 
to the truth, films can preserve the right to this 
freedom.” 

In emphasizing the close relationship between 
the newspaper business and the picture industry, 
Mayer said: “We have much in common, your 
business and mine. There are few enterprises in 
the country which have as much competition as 
the motion picture and the newspaper. The expendi- : 
ture of fifty-two million dollars annually in news. MAYER 
papers, places our indusiry third on the nation’s list of advertisers.” 

Besides ranking third as an advertiser, Hollywood rivals the 
nation’s capital in news that attracts the world. There are over 500 
newspaper and magaaine correspondents in Hollywood representing 
every language and nation on earth. 

Speaking of the threat of undemocratic influences in America, 
Mayer declared: “For over a century and a half, the press has bat- 
tled to preserve our American way of life; then came the screen. 
and then radio, two powerful aids. In every age, serious crises have 
arisen. Today, there is an undemocratic state on the march. Its 
political philosophy is foreign to our traditions. This crisis we face, 
and few have ever equalled it.” 

According to Mayer, a powerful nation chalienges and dis- 
credits the liberties he has mentioned, and seeks to spread its 
influence to dominate the lives of men and women in smaller 
nations. He believes that all groups and all classes enjoy the 
freedom and prosperity of America. Motion pictures portraying 
actual scenes in American life are welcomed by all liberty- 
loving countries, and frowned upon and denounced wherever 
liberty is suppressed. “Yet this same nation,” Mayer continued, 
“welcomes with open arms such pictures as ‘Grapes of Wrath,’ 
‘Tobacco Road’ and similar films, which portray only a small 
portion of American life.” 

What can the motion picture do in this world-encircling con- 
flict? The message of the screen reaches approximately 235,000.00 
persons throughout the world, in 86,640 theatres. 

There is a heavy responsibility upon the producers of motion 
pictures, Mayer is convinced. Therefore, a motion picture should not 
only afford entertainment, but be of educational value. In this crisis, 
it can portray fairly and honestly the American way of life. and 
can be a powerful influence in the lives of the millions in other 
countries who are either denied access to our way of life. or who 
have never had the opportunity of experiencing it. :

U. S. Talks Tough 


On Haas Cairo Murder 

WASHINGTON (JTA)—The 
U. S. Government has asked the 
Egyptian government to investi- 
gate “the reported dereliction” of 
the Egyptian police force in fail- 
ing to intervene promptly and 
effectively in the incident that 
cost the life of Stephen Haas, 
prominent Jewish leader of Phil- 
adelphia. 

The Egyptian government has 
also been asked to explain why 
Mrs. Haas his widow, was pre- 
vented from communicating im- 
mediately with the American 
Embassy in Cairo, 

Haas was stoned to death in a 
riot on July 18. The American 
Charge d’affaires in Cairo, Jeffer- 
son Patterson, made strong rep- 
resentations to the Egyptian 
Prime Minister Nokrashy Pasha 
who assured Patterson that the 
persons guilty of Haas’ death 
would be apprehended and pun- 
ished. 

The U.S. government then sent 
a note, the contents of which 
were made public this week, to 
the Egyptian government ex- 
pressing its grave concern over 
“this most serious incident.”

Members Come To Be Bored, Says Rebbi 


RABBI will tell you privately that the 
members of his congregation who do come 
to services, come prepared to be bored. 

‘This is an accurate charge. This attitude is a 
severe psychological handicap to any rabbi. 
Even if the service in extraordinarily inspiring, 
this negative approach may bar that warmth so 
necessary for inspiration and spiritual susten- 
ance from a service. 

Not a small part of the blame is the general! 
scepticism of all things spiritual. 

Fortunately this materialistic philosophy is 
changing. The impact of two world wars and 
other factors such as the atomic bomb, and of 
course in the case of the Jew, the extermination 
of six million co-religionists, has shaken man’s 


belief in himself as a God to himself 

The task of the synagogue then is to be in 
a position to capture this renewed belief in the 
Divinity. For it is wholly possible for the Jew 
to resume his ancient belief in a Supreme Being 
of Justice and Mercy who guides the destinies of 
the individual, and at one and the same time 
deny the validity of the synagogue and its 
efficaciousness as a force in the modern world. 

In other words, the Jew may be ready to re. 
turn to the synagogue, but the synagogue, with. 
out knowing it, may be rebuffing the Jew, 

The synagogue is experimenting with new 
forms of worship. May it not be wise to enlarge 
the circle of its experiments without, of course, 
departing from basic principles? 


We're Not So Bad 


HIS theory that the Jews of the United 

States are all bad because they are not 
to be found in the House of Worship studying 
the Torah needs another examination. 

The fact is that the Jews of the United States 
—measured by many yardsticks of performance 
—are good Jews. They are intensely interested 
in the fate of their co-religionists all over the 
world. They are sincerely interested in the ex- 
tension everywhere of social justice as preached 
by the prophets. 

The Jews of the United States are today as a 
group a good, if not a great Jewish generation. 
They have come a long way in the past 15 to 
20 years. 

It is time that we stop berating the Jews of 
the United States, for there is a danger involved 
in that pastime. Just as many individual Jews 
believe that Anti-Semitism will get them some 
day, so the Jews will—if they are told it often 


enough—begin to believe that as a Jewish group 
they are lost. If that belief spreads much fur- 
ther, the resulting discouragement and loss of 
morale will be difficult to combat. 


The task of the new leadership, when it ar- 
rives, of molding this good clay into a great 
Jewish society will be hard enough without that 
added handicap. 


On one score, that of synagogue attendance, 
the count is against the U. S. Jewish commu: 
nity. But even here there are reasonable 
grounds for doubt as to where to place the 
blame. Possibly it would be the wiser course to 
end this name-calling and blame-placing on both 
sides—lay and rabbinical— and open a joint at: 
tack on the problem, a program motivated on 
both sides only by a sincere desire to restore 
the Jewish religion to centrality in U. S. Jewish 
life, 


Its Time For Some Real Unity 


HERE are plenty of questions that need 

to be asked and answered in the fantas- 
tically muddled situation that has developed 
over efforts to provide supplies for Israel. 

Two obvious conclusions are that the confu- 
sion is immense and that it is hurting the 
cause with one side making charges against 
the other. 

The impartial critic must also conclude that 
neither side is blameless. 

The objections of The Post are to the possi- 
bility that Israel will suffer while domestic 
politics are being given a workout in the aid- 
to-Israel campaigns.

READER'S PROTEST ON N. Y. TIMES 
KENYA STORIES GOT SOME RESULTS 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

As a commentary on Carl Al- 
pert’s recent piece on the biased 
treatment by the New York Times 
of news from Palestine, the fol- 
lowing chronological account of 
Times news technique may be of 
interest. The story dealt with 
the protest of David Ben-Gurion 
and Moshe Shertok to Count Ber- 
nadotte against the British refu- 
sal to allow the return of the 
Kenya detainees during the 
truce period. 

June -9, 1948: On this day the 
New York Times carried a UP 
dispatch, dated Tel Aviv June 18, 
which stated that the men con- 
cerned had been “mostly convict- 
ed of terrorist acts, were sent to 
Kenya, on the East African coast, 
for safekeeping.” 


The Herald Tribune on June 
18 had carried a story by its Pal- 
estine correspondent, Kenneth 
Bilby, dated Tel Aviv June 17, 
in which Mr. Bilby said about the 
same men that “they were sus- 
pected of being terrorists —~ 
were never convicted.” 


June 25, 1948: The Times car- 
ried a letter from me pointing 
out that the UP story was ‘““con- 
trary to all known facts.” Among 


other things I wrote that “their 
illegal imprisonment was a whol- 
ly unjustifiable act and typical of 
the type of “justice” imposed on 
the Jews of Palestine within the 
past few years. The refusal of 
the British authorities to release 
these men at this time is another 
blot on an already shameful rec- 
ord.” 


July 8, 1948: The Times car- 
ried an_ unidentified dispatch 
dated Nairobi, Kenya, July 7, an- 
nouncing the repatriation of 254 
Palestinian Jews who had been 
detained in Kenya. It is said of 
the detained persons that they 
“had been held at the request of 
the British government on suspi- 
cion of terrorism and political of- 
fenses in Palestine.”

LOS ANGELES—Dr. Maurice J. Karpf, famous Jewish social 
work executive, denied this week that he was approached recently 
by some members of the American Council for Judaism for aid in 
writing a new program for the Council. 

The Post reported in an exclusive story (NJP June 25) that 


members of the Council national 
committee had approached Dr. 
Karpf, who is now chief consult- 
ant for Community Service Con- 
sultants, a Los Angeles non-profit 
survey and service group. 
What Post Said 

The Post story said that Dr. 
Karpf was approached once and 
refused and that he was contacted 
again “within the last few 
weeks.” The Post said that the 
Council dissidents regarded with 
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pride the Council’s past contribu- 
tions to the Jewish community 
“but look upon its present pro- 
gram as having deviated from 
a positive to a negative role.” 

“It is no doubt true that there 
are ‘dissidents’ in the Council 
as your various dispatches am- 
ply demonstrate and as I hap- 
pen to know from conversations 
and correspondence with Coun- 
cil members,” Dr. Karpf told 
The Post. 

He said it was true that “I 
was invited on several occasions 
during the last few years by re- 
sponsible authorities within the 
Council to outline a more posi- 
tive program for the Council 
which I did not accept for vari- 
ous reasons.”

JOHANNESBURG, South Af- 
rica—(JTA)—Ignatius Mocke, ed- 
itor of the Africaans monthly, 
“Horizon,” has assured the Jew- 
ish community that the Nation- 
alist Government of Premier Dan- 
iel F. Malan—which was elected 
by a coalition of Nationalists and 
Africaans—does not intend to dis- 
criminate against Jews in South 
Africa. Mocke’s statements were 
made in a letter to the South Af- 
rican Jewish Times. 

“You have my categorical as- 
surance that the Africaaner is far 
less anti-Semitic than the Eng- 
lish or even the American,” the 
letter stated. “On the contrary, 
we deeply sympathize with the 
Jews and their courageous fight 
for freedom.” The letter also ac- 
knowledges the assistance the 
Jews have extended to Africaans’ 
causes.

In your town, as in our town al- 
ready, they’re going to call on you 
soon about that quarter of a bil- 
jion the United Jewish Appeal is 
trying to collect.

She is the social worker in 
the International Refugee Or- 
ganization who, in this column, 
appealed for toys and things for 
children in one of the camps near 
Munich. (She received a lot of 
them by the way.) 


Now she was writing about a 
recent party they had for young 
people at the camp. They were 
kids leaving soon for Palestine 
and this was the farewell. They 
were going to earn Palestine by 
fighting for it. 


Miss Polasky said: “I think 
there was an air of excitement 
and feeling on the part of these 
children that they were people 
now, no longer children... For 
the adults who were there, and 
who knew so well what was ahead 
there were sad thoughts. Is this 
the best that the world could do 
after seven years of deprivation 
and waiting and hiding and then 
waiting some more? We had to 
admit it was certainly not the 
best but it was giving them a 
chance to do something for their 
new home ... You must know 
that the children were asked if 
they wanted to go to fight. They 


had no questions.

“In the USA we are only being 
asked to give of the material 
things which so many have.

“I have struggled to write 
this letter, for I want the peo- 
ple in the States to know what 
is going on here in the DP 
camps. It is so difficult to con- 
fine to words all the feelings, 
the daily incidents, the anxious 
pleas, the nervous hours, they 
all go through. Life is difficult 
over here at the end of this 
third year (after the war and 
the liberation). We are count- 
ing on all of you to make it 
end soon.” 

Yes, my friend, I print Miss 
Polasky’s letter for your guidance 
to the heart of that guy when he 
comes to your door, lest you turn 
him away with far too little. May- 
be it will suggest to you that 
your wife’s mink coat, your new 
auto, your daughter’s $3000 wed- 
ding or any of your luxuries, are 
entirely unimportant in the pres- 
ence of children offering their 
lives for the sake of better life 
in the world.

Katz prevailed on the SS men 
to let him sing E] Mule Ra- 
chamim.

Katz was thrown out of the 
camp, alive, to survive the rest of 
the Hitler era and to record this 
historical document. 

With that background, the rec- 
érd has an enormous emotional 
impact.

the type of Palmach girl I had met in Ein-Harod. 

“Tl am from the Fighters for the Freedom of Israel.’ 
briskly, “I,heard you were interested in meeting us.” 

After some preliminaries, she said, “Suppose we send to fetch 
you with a car, say on Sunday afternoon.” I agreed. 

At 3 p. m. Sunday the same girl came up and took me to a large 
car waiting outside in which were two tall, husky and rather hand- 
some boys. The girl said goodbye and left. 

The two boys behaved just like any young Palestinians. 
They asked me whether it was my first visit to Palestine and 
how I liked it and where I had learned my Hebrew. 

.They grinned with pleasure, as all Palestinians do, when I told 
them how impressed I was with the solidity of Jewish achievements 
in Palestine and especially with the rebirth of the Hebrew language,

THEY TOOK ME to a suburb of Tel Aviv where there was a 
housing project for returned soldiers and left me near a house with 
the blinds drawn over the windows. I was left alone with a scholarly- 
looking, round-shouldered, be-spectacled man who spoke with an 
East European sing-song, altogether different from the two boys 
who brought me. 

“We are not as safe here now as we would be a few days ago,” 
the man said, as he examined the windows. It was a few days after 
the Sternists killed seven British soldiers on a road, just to remind 
the British they had better not change their minds about leaving 
Palestine. 

“There are three things on which we in America entertain mis- 
givings about you,” I said. “One is, how can a nation have three 
armies; the other, your alleged fascistic character; the third, why 
do you kill innocent Englishmen?” 

His answer, in short, was: an organized full-fledged state 
cannot have more than one army, but the Jews of Palestine 
haven't got that state yet; fascism among Jews is nonsense, be- 
cause the Jews are a democratic.people and mainly because there 
does not yet exist in Jewish Palestine the objective conditions 
for a fascist movement; a soldier who wears a uniform is not an 
innocent person in a war and is a legitimate object of attack. 

I spent a deal over an hour with this man and the content of 
our conversation could fill more than another column. But I must 
put down here one thing he told me. 

When I asked him whether Peter Bergson was really tied up 
with the Irgun, he said, of course, Bergson is the IZL representative 
in America. 

“He offered to represent us, too,” Mr. S. said, “and I told 
him I did not like his practice of telling lies in America. He said 
that in America, you’ve got to do some faking or you'll never 
succeed.” 

This man who told me he did not like the phoney stories of 
Petgr Bergson but that Peter told him that in America, if you don’t 
telktall yarns, you’re a dead-beat, was not Friedman-Yellin, the 
leader of the Sternists, but one of his closest adjutants, an immi- 
grant from Poland, a former Hebrew teacher, the chief writer of the 
leaflets and brochures published by the Sternists. When I picked up 
a letter to Zionist leaders of America, distributed at the ZOA con- 
vention in Pittsburgh for the Stern group, I recognized the contents 
and the style of the man I interviewed in Tel Aviv.

HE IMPRESSED me as an extremely erudite and able fellow. 
He convinced me on one point only—-that fascism among the Jews 
of Palestine was impossible. 

A day later the same girl brought me a package of ‘Sternist 
literature to my hotel which I read on the boat coming home, It is 
good writing.

ISRAEL WARNS ARAB ATT. ACKS 
MAY FORCE RENEWAL OF WAR 


TEL AVIV, Israel—Continued violations of the second United 
Nations truce in Palestine by Egypt and the Transjordan Legion led 
to warnings this week from Israeli spokesman that the truce might 
soon end in a renewal of widespread fighting. 

Israeli spokesman said that the latest Egyptian attack was a 


heavy one, supported by tanks 

and planes, against Israeli posi- 

tions at Beer Asluj in the Negev. 
Israel Will Attack 

Foreign Minister Moshe Sher- 
tok notified Gen. A. Lundstroem, 
chief of staff of Count Bernadotte, 

that unless heavy Egyptian at- 
tacks are halted, the Israel Gov- 
ernment would feel free to open 
a full-scale attack not only on the 
truce-breaking Egyptians but on 
all Egyptian positions. 

The foreign minister said Is- 
rael was opposed to an indefi- 
nite prolongation of the truce 
because the Arab invaders still 
held military positions in Pales- 
tine. He said an indefinite truce 
would mean indefinite mobiliza- 
tion and that Israel was anxious 
to conclude peace treaties and 
go about its business of build- 
ing the Jewish State. 

Some sources in Jerusalem said 
the current lull, broken mainly 
by continuous Arab sniping, 
might end by the middle of this 
month, Israeli authorities charge 
that the continued blocking of 
food supplies and piped water 
into new Jerusalem was aggra- 
vating the truce situation. 
Mediator Bernadotte notified me 


Security Council that the Arabs 
violated the truce by turning back 
at Latrun—midway between Tel 
Aviv and Jerusalem—the first 
Jerusalem convoy since the sec- 
ond truce started July 18. 


The Egyptian flare-up may have 
been a continuation of heavy 


fighting that broke out last week 
when Egyptian troops attacked a 
supply convoy headed for Israel 
colonies in the Negev.
